Prosecutor, Unperturbed, Pre- 
pares for Second Bribe. Trial. 


BROWNE RETURNS TO CITY. 


Counsel for Acensed Legislator Go Over | 
, a Evidence.

Unperturbed by the bringing of a 80 000 
Kander suit against him by Charles Spare, 
one of the “ holdout” jurors in the recent 
Lee O'Neill Browne bribery trial, State's At- 
torney Wayman yesterday worked all day in 
preparation for the second trial of the in- 
dicted minority leader. 

Mr. Wayman refused to comment on the 
suit brought by Spare. 

“I've nothing to say,” hesaid. “‘I am put- 
ting in all my time getting ready for the com- 
ing trial of Browne, which I hope to see under 
way next week.” 

Only the praecipe of the Spare action was 
filed in the Superior court by Attorney Max 
M. Grossman, acting for the juror, but the 
attorney said the declaration would be filed 
ina day or two. Immediately after bringing 
the action Spare, his attorneys and several 
friends left the city on an automobile trip 
to Detroit. Thesuit. Spare said. was founded 
on alleged utterances of Mr. Wayman fol- 
lowing the mistrial of the Browne case. 


Others Take No Action. 


The other three members of the\quartet of 
jurors who held out to the last for the ac- 
quittal of Browne also talked of filing suite 
against Mr. Wayman for alleged interviews 
the state’s attorney gave out following the | 
mistrial, but no legal action was taken by 
any af them. They are Wildam H. Hen- 
nessey, W. H. Lowe, and Walter Hermansen. 

Representative Charles A. White, the com- 
plaining witness against Browne, passed a 
part of the day in the state’s attorney's offices 
and it is said that several witnesses who 
were not placed on the stand at the first trial 
by the state will be brought forth to testify 
‘when the second case begins.

Secretary Edward N. Nockels of the Chi- 
ago Federation of Labor was arrested yes- 
terday accused of violating an injunction in 
the taxicab strike, but the police at the Har- 
rison street station and officials at the county 
jail refused to take him into custody. The 
result was that Nockéls was allowed to 
4 without any charges being ledged against 


Another incident of the day in connection 

with the strike was the puncturing of the 

tires of a number of automobiles by tacks 
strewn in a north side boulevard. 

Roy Phelps and one otber strike picket, 
whose name was not obtained by the police, 

were arrested with Nockels. They obtained 
. their freedom in the same manner as the 
labor official. 
Nockels was arrested by John Borgman, a 
special ‘deputy sheriff and professional 
strikebreaker,”’ at Jackson boulevard and 
Michigan avenue shortly after Judge Windes 
im the Circuit court granted an injunction 
in behalf of the Walden W. Shaw Auto 
Livery company, restraining the strikers 
from interfering with its business. 

Injunction Broad in Terms. 

The injunction is one of the most sweeping 
er issued in a strike. It prohibits;the strik- 
ers, officers of the chauffeurs’ union, and 
their “ associates, allies, and conf erates,” 
from picketing or in any mannet assaulting, 
intimidating, or persuading employés of the 
company and interfering with ‘its business 
and the operation of taxicabs. 

Deputy Borgman took Secretary Nockels 
and the two pickets to the Harrison street 

station and asked that they be locked up on 

charges of violating the injunction. The 

--.. polce replied that they could not accept the 
prisoners without a warrant. 

Jail officials intormed the deputy that be- 
fore the prisoners eould be assigned to cells 
en order from court would have .o.be pre- 
sented. As Borgman had no court order he

and the two pickets on charges of disorderly 
Bs conduct, but an attorney representing the 
Chicago Employers’ association said the men 
Dad not been Gmworderly. 


Claims Detention Was Right Step. 

“The freeing of Nockels and the two pick- 
ets was a mistake,“ said Attorney Dudley 
Taylor of the Chicago Employers’ associa- 
tion. They should have been held for dis- 
orderly conduct, if for nothing else. If I 
had not been delayed I would have been at the 
station and lodged that complaint against 
them. They were freed without our advice or 
consent.”

While I was shocked to hear that Hughes 
had accepted the appointment to the Supreme 
bench, just as I was when Root left the cab- 
inet to become a senator, I did not ask 
Hughes to resign after he had accepted the 
place on the bench. However, I always have 
held a high regard for Hughes and believe he 
would undoubtedly have been elected for a 
third term had he chosen to remain in state 
politics.” 

Then Roosevelt went on to tell how’ the 
governor had requested him to make some 
definite anmouncement concerning the di- 
rect primary legislation. The governor 
feared that if the colonel remained silent on 
this question the silence might be construed 
as opposition. It was because of this advice 
that Roosevelt wired his nnn of the 
now beaten Cobb bill.

Silence About Beverly Visit.

ROOSEVELT GETS A BLOW. 


Retaliate Because First Step 
Brought Defeat. 


Albany, N. Y., July 1.—{8pecial.}—Gov. 
Hughes has abandoned his attempt to force 
the general assembly into passing any direct 
nominations bill. Following the refusal of 
twenty-six Republican senators to enter a 
caucus on the Cobb bill, advocated openly 
by Hughes and Former President Reosevelt, 
the former today admitted to his friends 
that he was beaten. 

The governor will not call another special 
session of the legislature as he hed threat- 
ened to do. This decision was,reached by 
the chief executive of the state in face of the | 
fact that only one of the three big things he 
demanded of the session which ws 
adjourned formally this afternoon Was ae 


resolution was passed. 

recommended by Gov. Hughes on which the 
legislature took favorable action was the 
passage of a graded inheritance tax bill, 
which, it is estimated, will increase the 
state's revenue annually about . $4,000,000. 
The legislature also passed a bill appropri- 
ating $25,000 for the expenses of the ex- 
traordinary session.. 


Hughes’ Friends in Conference. 

There were wild rejoicings on the legis- 
lative floor of the capitol when the news 
Hughes had given up the fight was brought 
up from the executive chamber and Chair- 
man Griscom, Postmaster Greiner, and sev- 
eral Hughes legislators hurried to the ex- 
ecutive chamber to see if the report was true. 

There was a hurried conference between 
these men and Gov. Hughes and they came 
back upstairs to the assembly chamber and 
declared that Gov. Hughes would call an- 
other special session of the legislature if 
forty-eight or a majority of the Republican 
assembiymen signed a call for a caucus. 
Chairman Griscom, Postmaster Greiner, and 
Assemblyman Green immediately canvassed 
the Republican assemblymen and they only 
got the signatures of thirty-nine to the call 
for @ caucus. 

When the governor and his friends realized 
they were unable to whip the assembly Re- 
publicans into a caucus, legislative affairs 
settled down almost on the instant and sud- 
denly everything became rosy from the 
standpoint of the Republican legislative 
leaders. ; 

A messenger from the executive chamber 
announced that the governor would give the 
required emergency messages to pass the 
graded inheritance tax and special session 
expense bills so that the legislature could, 
adjourn sine die at 2 p. an. 


Resent Action by Roosevelt. 

To what extent the defeat suffered by 
Hughes at the hands of the legislature 18 
attributable to his request for aid from ex- 
President Roosevelt would be difficult to say, 
but there can be no doubt that the governor's 
action has aroused woke Hope among the 
iegislators.

Here Approves Methods 
City Government Uses. 


FOR THUMB PRINT PLAN. 


Sees Special Advantages for Use 
of the Test in Postoffice 
Department. 


Finger print identification, introduced into 
civil service by the Chicago commission three 
years ago, probably will be adopted for the 
postal and other classes of federal service 
as the result of a visit to the city hall by offi- 
clals of the United States civil service com- 
mission yesterday. 

Physical testa, including “ dipping,”’ chin- 
ning.“ rope climbing, and other feats of prac- 
tical demonstration, installed under the 
present municipal administration, also have 
attracted the attention of the visitors, who 
will spend all day with President Elton Lower 
and his aids, and some of these may be ap- 
proved for addition to the army and navy 
methods of examination. 

The party of officials, who are holding their 
annual conference in Chicago, ig headed by 
John A. Mellhenny of Louisiana, a personal 
friend and appointee of Theodore Roose- 
velt, who, following hia precedent of spend- 
ing two months in the forestry service to 
learn the requirements of the different posi- 
tions, led his suberdinates to try out the 
tests for themselves. He and several others 
took the physical examinations and 
“dipped” and “ chinned themselves until 
they were convinced of their thoroughness.

The addition of 10,000 are 
lights to be supplied by the drainage dis- 
trict is only a single step, though an im- 
portant one, in the right direction. The 
great power resources of the canal should 
be fully utilized and when they are there 
need be no dealing with concerns which 
cheat the city. 


ENGLISH RULE IN EGYPT. 
Despite the eneers, both American and 
English, which greeted Mr. Roosevelt's 
speech on the governing of Egypt, sneers 
which dismissed it as snap judgment ” or 
“ear window education,” there have come 
from sources of authority—English at that 
strong approval of the justice of his state- 
ments and the keennets of his perceptions, 
It may have been the blynt truth of his 
speech which irritated the British. but 
some men of intimate knowledge with. Eng- 
lish rule in Egypt see that he hit the facts 
squarely on the head. 

One of these is Prof, Flinders Petrie, the 
archeologist, who for more than a quarter 
of a. century has lived in Egypt on terms 
of the closest intimady with the peasant 
class. Mr, Petrie says: „Those who have 
lived in Egypt must thank a great poli- 
tielan for stating to the stay-at-homes 
what is common knowledge to those upon 
| the spot. Mr. Roosevelt has said not a 
whit too plainly what are the real forces 
of the subject. Egypt cannot stand by 
itself. It is too fanatical and too corrupt 
to.do so.” Aiea 

The truth is that the corruption and in- 
tolerance which are—inmherently parts of 
the Egyptian character are so deep rooted 
that no power but one which believes in 
ruling with a firm hand can ever expect 
to succeed there. Germany might do 
it, but the Egyptian would never de- 
velop under her rule as he would under 
Great Britain’s if the latter could be 
directed by a man like Cromer, but 
a Cromer unhampered by too many 
changes in Downing street. England's 
vacillating policy and her passion for mak- 
ing her dependent pepples look like the

[Coprright: 1910: By the Brentwood Company 7 
FUr regard to Mme. de Halpert, 
who is now in Lendon playing the 
role of fairy godmother to her neph- 
ew, Prince Anthony Albert Radzi- 
will, and abetting his projected 
marriage to Miss Gladys Deacor against the 
wishes of hie mother, she is the latter’s sis- 
ter, and, ke her, a daughter of the late 
Count Branicki, who was one of the leaders 
of the Polish colony in Paris. 

Mme, de Halpert enjoys the unusual dis- 
tinction of having been dame du palais at 
ne and the same time to no less than three 

omen of sovereign rank, namely, of the 
two empresses of Ruesia, and of Queen 
Helen of Italy. While she has retained the 
former two dignities, she severed her con- 
nection with the court of the quirinal when 
she obtained a judicial separation from her 

first husband. 

The latter was Prince Piero Strozzi, head 
of the Strogzi family of Florence and Rome 
and after his death, three years ago, she 
married Charlee de Halpert, who ie con- 
nected with the department of foreign af- 
faire at St. Petersburg. He is a man consid- 
erably younger than herself. 

It is the death of her first husband Prince 
Strozsi, that has given rize to so much con- 
fusion in connection with the disposition of 
his property, and especially of his magnifi-- 
cent palace at Florence. 

Overwhelmed with debts, and realizing 
that neither of his two brothers hed male 
issue, nor yet a fortune adequate fer the 
maintenance of the palace, he bequeathed the 
latter, along with his family archives, to the 
state, the archives in particular containing 
a perfect mine of historical information and 
being of pricelese valve. . \ 

He made the bequest conditional on the 
payment of certain charges, namely, the 

dower rights of his widow, now Mme de 
Halpert, and the payment, spread over four 
years, of $100,000 to hie bwthers. The en- 
tire charges, all told, could not exceed $200,- 
000, that Is to say, a million france. He Mke 
wise bequeathed all hie magnificent collec- 
tion of paintings, old masters, and family 
portraits, to the municipality of Florence, 
stipulating thet they should be kept togeth- 
er as a collection, either in the palace iteelf 
by arrangement with the state, or else in 
some equally sultable building. 


oO - 


Unfortunately the Italian government did 
not see its way to accept the bequest of the 
Strozzi palace. It has too many historic 
palaces on its hands ae it is, and the cost of 
their maintenance constitutes a severe drain 
on the resources of the crown and of the 
treasury. 

On the other hand the municipaNty, while 
it has already accepted the, bequest of the 
pictures, does not wish to accept the palace 
on the ground that it cannot afford to burden 
itself with the miNion of france in the form 
of payments to Mme. de Halpert, and to 
Prince Piero’s two surviving brothers, nor 
yet with the obligations to pay off the big 
mortgages with which the palace is incum- 
bered. 

Finally, Mme. de Halpert, the widow of 
the testator, and his two brothers and heirs 
absolutely refuse to keep the palace or the 
archives on the ground that they were ex- 
pressly alienated from them by the testa- 
tor’s will and that they do pot wish to ren- 
der themselves responaible for his debts. 

Thus the Strozzi palace for the time being 
remains without an owner, since neither the 
Italian government, nor the city of Florence, 
nor the Strozzi family will have anything to 
do with it. To add to the confusion the Ital. 
lan government, although it has received 
several offers from foreign capitalists, in- 
cluding. one, it is said, from J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, does not dare to offend popular senti- 
ment by selling the palace to any foreigner 
rich enough to buy It. 

For the Stroazi palace has been for the last 
500 years one of the most superb and majes- 
tic ornaments of the city on the Arno. and a 
familiar landmark to every one of the many 
thousand American tourists who have visited 
Florence. It is a masterpiece of medieval 
architecture and built of such first class ma- 
terial that it stands today as perfect in every 
detail and as unfnjured by the lapse of time 
as when completed, away back in the early 


_— 


part of the fift h century. 7 
The palace is the work — architects 
Benedetto da Majano of one del Pol-. 


ajuolo, surnamed If Cronica (the Story 
Teller), while the fanall or corner lanterns, 
the link holders, and the rings are among 
the finest examples of the wonderful skill ot 
the celebrated smith Niccolo Grosse. 

The latter was nicknamed by Lorenzo de’ 
Medici as the caparra (the pledge), be- 
cause he would never give credit to any cus- 
tomer. It was to Niccolo, by the bye, that 
George Eliot sent Tito,“ to buy his mail 
shirt, the garment of fear.“ 
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The Strozzis are one of the oldest houses 
of the patricidte of Florence, their antiquity 
being greater, indeed, than that of the city 
itself; and it is a fact that their name figures 
as that of an ancient family in records of 
the year 1,060, still in existence. 

One of the Strozzis as lord rector of the 
University of Florence in 1406, devoted a 
part of his vast fortune to the collection tn 
Greece of ancient manuscripts, and it is to 
him that the world is indebted for the recov- 
ery and preservation of the Lives of Plu- 
tarch,“ and the works of Plato. Strozzis 
are to be found on almost every page of Ital- 
jan, German, and French. history. 

Leo Strozzi commanded a fleet of some thir- 
ty French ships which salled for Scotland in a 
vain attempt to rescue Queen Mary Stuart a 
short time before she fell into the hands of 
her arch enemy, Queen Elizabeth, who sent 
her to the scaffold. Hercules Strozzi was 
assassinated on the eve of his marriage by 
Duke Alfonso I. of Medici, who was in love 
with his bride. 

Philip Strozzi was the admiral of the 
French fleet who, taken in battle off the 
Azores by the Spaniards, was made to walk 
the plank,” and drowned by the Spanish ad- 
miral, Santa Cruz. 

Peter Strozzi was killed, as marshal of 
France, and as generalissimo of the military 
forces of Pope Paul IV., at the siege of 
Thienville; while another Philip Strozzi, per- 
haps the most famous of them all, lives in 
history as the greatest adversary of Duke 
Cosmo of Medici. Imprisoned by the lat- 
ter, and subjected to the most frightful tor- 
tures, he put a sudden end to his sufferings 
by seizing the sword of one of his guards and 
by running himself through the body before 
any one could interfere. 

The only members left of the princely 
branch of the house of Strozzi are the pres- 
ent chief of the family, Prince Leone, Duke 
of Bagtiolo, and a former officer of the 
French navy. He has a 19 year old daughter 
and a 16 year old daughter Beatrice, but no 
sons. Bs 

His only brother, Robert, a retired cavairy 
officer, is a confirmed bachelor, and his sie- 
ter, Dona Luisa, ies married to the states- 
man and former minister of foreign affairs, 
Count Francesco Guicciardini. The Countess 
Anna Marta Strozzi, who bas just arrived in 
this countiy from Florence with Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Elieworth of New York. the

HOLDS UP GLIDDEN CUP. 


Chalmers Company Charges Pre- 
mier with Using Equipment 
Not on 1910 Stock Cars.

As a result of the final examination of 
the Glidden cars yesterday by he technical 
committee, Moliné car No. 100 was declared 
winner of the Chicago trophy, presented by 
the Chicago Motor club. 

The winner of the Glidden trophy will not be 
announced until today, as a protest has been 
filed with the commitee by the Chalmers 
agains the Premier, which had the best score 
pefore the final examination: The Chalmers 
people assert the Premier Glidden cars were 
equipped with an oiling device Which is not 

on the 1910 stock cars. 

When the Gliddenites arrived in Chicago 
on Thursday, Moline No. 100 had been pen- 
alized twelve points, which included road 
and technical demerits. . 


Adds Penalty of Seven Points. 


In the technical examination the committee 
penalized the car five points because of a 
Loose front wheel bearing and two points on 
account of the fan blades being impaired. 
This brought the total penalization to nine- 
teen points for the 2,450 miles covered by the 
car in the tour. | 

To the Maxwell car No, 107 went second 
honofs with a total penalization of fifty-one 
points. The car had forty-three demerits 
when it arrived in Chicago, and after the com- 
mittee examined it eight more were levied, 
one for a loose spring clip, two for a lost nut
